In Israel, Romney Talks Tough 


Candidate says U.S. 
has duty to block Iran 
from nuclear capability 


Jerusalem 

Standing on Israeli soil, U.S. presiden- 
tial candidate Mitt Romney on Sunday 
declared Jerusalem to be the capital of 
the Jewish state and said the United 
States has “a solemn duty and a moral 
imperative” to block Iran from achiev- 
ing nuclear weapons capability. 

“Make no mistake, the ayatol- 
lahs in Iran are testing our moral 
defenses,” he said. “They want to 
know who will object and who will 
look the other way. We will not look 
away nor will our country ever look 
away from our passion and commit- 
ment to Israel.” 

The presidential election hov- 
ered over the speech. The Old City 
formed a made-for-television back- 
drop behind Romney, while some of 
his campaign donors listened in the 
audience, including Sheldon Adelson, 
the American businessman who has 
said he will donate millions to help 
elect Romney to the White House. 

Romney’s embrace of Israel was 
on display earlier in the day when he 
met with Prime Minister Benyamin 
Netanyahu and other leaders. He also 
visited the Western Wall, Judaism’s 
holiest site, where he was mobbed by 
worshippers. In addition, Romney

Data show infection 
rates have steadied or

Washington 

Little progress has been made in 
combating many types of food- 
borne illnesses in recent years, 
according to new federal data, an 
outcome that food safety advocates 
say underscores the need to put into 
place the landmark food-safety bill 
signed by President Obama more 
than a year ago. 

The most recent figures fi'om the 
Centers for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention show that the rates of infec- 
tions linked to four out of five key 
pathogens it tracks — salmonella, 
vibrio, Campylobacter and listeria 
— remained relatively steady or 
increased from 2007 through 2011. 
The exception is a strain of E. coli, 
which has been tied to fewer illness- 
es in the same time frame. 

The results frustrated consumer 
advocates, who along with indus- 
try groups pushed for passage of 
the Food Safety Modernization Act, 
which empowers the Food and Drug 
Administration to prevent food- 
borne illnesses instead of simply 
reacting to them. Obama signed the 
legislation in January 2011. 

But the administration has not 
met the deadlines for releasing 
draft rules needed to implement

key provisions of the law, includ- 
ing one that would mandate that 
food imported into this country 
meet the same safety standards as 
food produced domestically. 

“Everyone was hoping that 
this new food safety law would 
be in place and we’d start see- 
ing improvements by now,” said 
Erik Olson, a director at the Pew 
Health Group. “What these GDC 
numbers show is that unless new 
protections are put into place, 
millions of Americans are going 
to continue to get sick from con- 
taminated food.”

Syrian Opposition Holds Aleppo 



Regime lashes out 
at neighbors as rebels

Syrian tanks and artillery pound- 
ed rebel-held neighborhoods in the 
commercial hub of Aleppo on Sun- 
day in a bid to retake control as 
President Bashar Assad’s regime 
accused regional powerhouses 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar and Turkey of 
trying to destroy the country.

Montgomery County faces a big 
bill to replace dozens of Ride On 
buses that were pulled off the 
roads this month after another 
bus caught fire. 

The most recent fire, on July 18 
in downtown Silver Spring, was the 
seventh involving a Ride On bus 
since 2009 and made the county 
accelerate its efforts to replace the 
troubled models that have account- 
ed for the fires. 

The county expects to pay a 
total of $12.3 million for 28 buses 
to replace 62 buses that were pur- 
chased five years ago and had key 
components made by Champion Bus 
of Imlay City, Mich., and Navistar 
of Lisle, 111. But the new buses, from 
Gillig of Hayward, Calif, will not be 
delivered until early next year. 

No one was injured in the July 
18 fire, which occurred on an out- 
of-service bus. But Ride On ser- 
vice was disrupted for several days 
and has been returning to normal 
as transportation officials reorga- 
nize their depleted fleet.

Hidden Tax in Health-Care Law 


Certain individuals 
face new 3.8 percent 
tax on investments 

Personal Finance 

When the U.S. Supreme Court 
upheld the health-care law in June, 
it restoked an issue that had been 
relatively quiet for the past year: 
the 3.8 percent “real estate tax” on 
home sales beginning in 2013 that 
is said to be buried in the law. 

Immediately following enact- 
ment of the law in 2010, waves of 
emails hit with ominous messag- 
es aimed at homeowners. A sam- 
ple: “Did you know that if you sell 


your house after 2012 you will pay 
a 3.8 percent sales tax on it?” 

Once challenges to the law’s 
constitutionality reached federal 
courts, the email warnings sub- 
sided. But with major portions of 
the law scheduled to take effect less 
than six months from now, ques- 
tions are being raised again: Is 
there really a 3.8 percent transfer 
tax on real estate coming in 2013? 
Does it preempt the existing capi- 
tal gains exclusions for home sell- 
ers, as some emails have claimed? 
Here’s a quick primer: 

Yes, upper-income individuals 
face a new 3.8 percent surtax that 
takes effect Jan. 1 on certain invest- 
ment income, including some of

their real estate transactions. But 
it’s not a transfer tax and it’s not 
likely to affect the vast majority 
of homeowners who sell their pri- 
mary residences next year. In fact, 
unless you have an adjusted gross 
income of more than $200,000 as a 


single-filing taxpayer or $250,000 
for a couple filing jointly ($125,000 
if you’re married filing singly), you 
probably won’t be touched by the 
surtax at all. (You might, however, 
be affected by other changes in the 
tax code if Congress fails to extend 
the Bush-era tax cuts scheduled to 
expire at the end of this year.) 

Even if you have income above 
these thresholds, you might not be 
hit with the 3.8 percent tax unless 
you have certain types of invest- 
ment income, specifically dividends, 
interest, net capital gains and net 
rental income. Definitely talk to a 
tax professional for advice on your 
specific situation, kenneth r. harney

U.S. relay team finishes second to 
France as Lochte is caught on last lap 


Swimming 

Payback. This time, it was France 
chasing down the United States 
— and Ryan Lochte, no less — to 
win another riveting relay at the 
Olympics. 

With Michael Phelps look- 
ing much stronger than he did 
the night before, the Americans 
on Sunday built a commanding 
lead over the first three legs of 
the 400-meter freestyle relay and 
never really had to worry about 
the defending world champions 
from Australia. 

When Lochte dove into the 
water on the anchor leg, he was a 
half-body length ahead of the field 
and looking to add another gold to 
his dominating victory Saturday in 
the 400 individual medley. 

Not so fast. Or should we say 
not nearly fast enough. 

Yannick Agnel, playing the 
chaser role that Jason Lezak did 
for the American four years ago 
in this same event, sliced through 
the water and was right on Lochte’s 
shoulder as they made the flip at 
the far end of the pool. With about 
25 meters to go, they were stroke 
for stroke. But Lochte, who had 
already competed in the 200 free 
prelims in the morning and in the 
semifinals about 90 minutes earli- 
er, simply didn’t have enough left 
to hold off the towering, 20 -year- 
old Frenchman. 

Agnel touched in 3 minutes, 
9.93 seconds, having gone exact- 
ly a second faster than Lochte over 
the last 100 meters. 

“I gave everything in the last 
50 until [Lochte] cracked,” Agnel 
said. “In the last 10 meters, I saw 
that he was really cracking.” 



A New Champ 

Dana Vollmer won a gold medal in 
the 100-meter butterfly at the Olym- 
pics and set a world record, too. Not 
bad for someone who didn’t even 
qualify four years ago. She was third 
at the turn but powered to the wall 
for a time of 55.98 seconds, beating 
the record of 56.06 set by Sweden’s 
Sarah Sjostrom in a since-banned 
high-tech bodysuit at the 2009 
world championships. The Ameri- 
can dropped back her head when 
she saw the time, then broke into a 
huge smile, slapped the water and 
pumped her fists. “I’m on top of the 
world right now," said Vollmer, who 
set an Olympic record in the semifi- 
nals to come in as the top qualifier. “I 
still know I can go faster." (ap)

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Fish Forgoes Olympics for D.C. Tournament 


American continues 
comeback after heart 
arrhythmia diagnosis 

Tennis 

The last time Mardy Fish rolled 
through D.C., he was overhauling his 
game with a renewed dedication to 
fitness in the wake of a serious knee 
injury. Those efforts catapulted him 
up the rankings and into the top 10 


for the first time in his career. 

This week, Fish returns as the 
marquee attraction at the newly 
rebranded Citi Open tennis tourna- 
ment. But once again, his visit coin- 
cides with a critical transition. 

Fish, who holds the top seed in 
the draw, missed the entire clay 
court season after he had heart 
arrhythmia diagnosed. Following 
an inspiring run to the round of 16 
at Wimbledon last month — his first 
action since surgery in May — the

30-year-old tour veteran is still try- 
ing to work his way back into form, 
both physically and mentally. 

Rather than join the rest of the 
top-ranked players at the London 
Olympics, Fish — who won sil- 
ver at the Athens Games — opted 
to stay home to get a jump on the 
hard-court season. “Playing in the 
States is my most fun time of year 
— playing in the summer, playing 
in the heat,” said Fish, currently 
ranked 13th in the world. “And I 


didn’t want to miss that.” 

Fish returned to the court last 
month at Wimbledon, won his first 
three matches and took the open- 
ing set from eventual semifinalist 
Jo-Wilfried Tsonga before falling 
in a rain-interrupted match. 

“Obviously what he went 
through has been tremendous- 
ly scary for him,” said former U.S. 
Davis Cup captain Patrick McEn- 
roe. “If he can have success in 
D.C. and do well at the Masters, 
he can definitely get back to the 
level he was playing at last year.”

Fort Dupont Park's free 
oonoerts are stiLL going 
strong after 40 years

With an afternoon mist falling on 
Fort Dupont Park in Southeast D.C., 
the band takes the Summer Theatre 
stage for sound check. The procedur- 
al thump of the kick drum seems to 
flush dragonflies out from the neigh- 
boring tree line. 

Up the hill, different sounds. Ice 
sloshing around Igloo coolers. Two- 


liter bottles of Pepsi hissing open. It’s 
3 p.m. and a dozen or so have arrived to 
claim their spots on the sloping lawn. 
Each summer, they spend six consecu- 
tive Saturdays at Fort Dupont picnick- 
ing, partying, cutting up and getting 
down. With casual pride, they call 
themselves “the Hillside Crew.” 

This summer marks 40 years of 
free concerts at Fort Dupont Park. 
(The concerts are funded by a National 
Park Service program.) Carlos Evans 
remembers 38 of them. 

“The trees you see down there used 
to be about this tall,” he says, tapping 
the brim of his ballcap. He’s seen too 


many acts from the top of this hill to 
count. Gil Scott-Heron. Mother’s Fin- 
est. Bobbi Humphrey. Stacy Lattisaw. 
The Ohio Players. Zapp. Jill Scott. 

Too many people to count, too. 
These days. Fort Dupont’s biggest 
concerts quietiy draw 11,000 fans, and 
everybody seems to know everybody 
else. Leave your blanket. Nobody’s 
gonna mess with your stuff The clos- 
est thing to violence anyone in the Hill- 
side Crew has ever seen at Fort Dupont 
was a man shaking his groove thing 
so hard, he slipped and went somer- 
saulting down the slope. 

“The party to remember.” That’s

how jazz singer Roy Ayers put it in 
“Ft. Dupont Park,” a song he wrote 
about this place in 2004. 

“I have had some great experiences 
there,” Ayers says. “It’s a great atmo- 
sphere for the summertime where 
people can go and just let out their 
frustrations.” 

Four hours before showtime, Evans 
roUs down the windows of his SUV and 
pumps Ayers’ anthem from the speak- 
ers. Its syrup-sticky melodies carry 
over to Kenneth and Raydean Thomas 
of Fort Washington who have pitched 
a half tent on the hill’s summit. 

The couple have been coming for a 
decade, lounging in their lawn chairs 
until the sun sinks down and the music 
fires up. Like so many Fort Dupont 
faithful, they first learned of these 
concerts by word of mouth. 

“D.C.’s biggest, best-kept secret,” 
Raydean says. “That’s what it is.”

In ‘About Face,’ aging 
supermodeLs discuss 
aLL aspects of their 
shared profession

Empathy for supermodels 
isn’t easy to muster, espe- 
cially when their idea of 
suffering and personal travail seems 
so exquisite and remote. 

Photographer Timothy Green- 
field-Sanders’ film “About Face: 
Supermodels Then and Now” (air- 
ing Monday on HBO) attempts to 


bridge some of the chasm between 
these famous beauties and the rest 
of us. The filmmaker hunts down 
several of the biggest names in 
modeling from decades ago to col- 
lect their thoughts on the profes- 
sion and discover how they’ve dealt 
with the inevitabilities of age. There 
are some tender moments and hon- 
est reflections. 

As with many documentaries 
about fashion folk, though, a cer- 
tain antiseptic quality is always 
present, making it difficult for the 
narrative to arrive at a solid theme: 
Is the fashion world a wonderful 
thing or a cultural travesty? Is this

a movie about the rigors of model- 
ing? A lost era? The false promises 
(and rejuvenating hopes) of plas- 
tic surgery? 

Or, in the end, do we just want 
to know what Cheryl Tiegs looks 


like these days? 

The film’s subjects — from Car- 
men Dell’Orefice, who has modeled 
since 1947; to ’70s glam queens such 
as Jerry Hall and Lisa Taylor; to 
more recent phenoms such as Chris- 
ty Turlington — unload everjThing 
that’s on their minds about the pro- 
fession, which often makes it seem 
as though they’re not really talking 
about anything, and instead par- 
taking in a fashion-centric session 
of free association.

This meandering approach does 
manage to excavate some fascinat- 
ing tales and memories.

Hall, looking fabulous at 56, 
is brash about mortality. “We all 
know [death] is coming, and it’s 
a borrrre^' she tells the filmmak- 
er.
